Applicants have submitted a declaration under Rule 132 comparing the closest prior art 
reference with the claimed invention and have amended the (B-l) crosslinking agent to recite 
that it contains 3 to 5 benzene rings. The declaration evidence demonstrates improved 
sensitivity, resolution, pattern profile and line edge roughness of the claimed invention over the 
prior art crosslinking agents. The amendment to claim 1 and the Rule 132 evidence serve to 
overcome the rejection over KAI et al, in view of KOBAYASHI et al, HAKEY et al and 
SHIRAKAWA et al. 

Applicants have further antedated the SHIRAKAWA et al reference with a certified 
English translation. 

In view of the response by applicant as stated above, claims 1, 2, 4-7, and 10-20 are seen 
as allowable and passed to issue.
